WASHINGTON—The chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee said Thursday that Camille F. Gravel Jr. “‘is still the Demo- 
cratic national committeeman from Louisiana” and will remain so 
despite the state committee’s vote Wednesday to remove him. 


The state group voted 69-30 to 
remove Gravel because of his 
m on the racial integra- 
tion issue and his support of the 
1956 Democratic platform on that 
issue. The state’ committee voted 
to replace him with Jett M. Tal- 
bott, a segregationist. 


Paul M. Butler, the national 
chairman, said in a formal state- 
ment that the Democratic na- 
tional committee “is the judge of 
its membership, not a state com- 
mittee or a state convention.” A 
national committee member, he 
said, “does not serve at the whim 
or pleasure of a state committee.” 


Butler said that Gravel would 


continue to serve until the presi- 
dential nominating convention of 
1960 unless ‘“‘proper grounds” for 
his removal were presented to 
the national committee and it 
voted to remove him, under rules 
that require a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present. 


National committee members 
are selected by the state delega- 
tions to the presidential nominat- 
ing conventions every four years.

“No one made it,” said state 
police officer R. B. Foote from 
the scene. The plane burned after 
hitting the ground. 


Payette County Sheriff Ray Ste- 
phens reported all 19 bodies had 
been recovered. 


The two - engine plane, based 
at Pope Air Base, N.C., had 
stopped at Mountain Home AFB, 
50 miles east of Boise, before tak- 
ing off on the ill-fated leg of its 
flight to McCord AFB, Tacoma, 
Washington. 


One witness reported to officers 
that the plane appeared to run 
into a flock of geese. However, 
this was not confirmed by others 
who witnessed the crash. 


Charlie Hastings, a Payette 
newsman, said he got to the scene 
shortly after the crash and saw 
the fuselage caved in, wings 
sheared off and no sign of the 
engines.

In fact, he asserted, no other 
administration in history had a 
better record for integrity than 
President Eisenhower’s. ‘The 
Truman administration on the 
other hand was one of the most 
corrupt” in American history, he 
charged. 


COMPARES ADAMS’ CASE 


Adams resigned as assistant to

On the most important issue in 
the Ohio elections, however, he 
declined to take sides. This, ac- 
cording to state Republican lead- 
ers, is a statewide referendum on 
a so-called “right-to-work” law. 
Political leaders on both sides be- 
lieve the referendum is the chief 
factor behind the big voter regis- 
tration here this year. 


RIGHT TO WORK 


Gov. C. William O'Neill, who is 
opposed by Michael V. DiSalle, 
former Democratic mayor of To- 
ledo, has come out in support 
of “right-to-work.”’ Sen. John W. 
Bricker, seeking a third term 
against former Democratic Rep. 
Stephen M. Young, has so far 
taken no stand, though it is ex- 
pected that he, too, will soon 
come out in support of it. 


Nixon, who faced a similar sit- 
uation in California last week 
without committing himself, re- 
fused again Thursday to be 
smoked out by a news conference. 
He took the stand that the ques- 
tion of “right-to-work’’ legisla- 
tion is a state problem legally 
and that he, as a federal officer, 
had no right to take a position. 


SPIRITS LIFTER 


Nixon’s counterattack on the 
Adams case Thursday night was 
not one of the main themes he 
is using in this eastern phase of 
his campaign. As he explained 
it to one man, he was “only 
counterpunching”’ to give a high- 
ly partisan Republican audience 
the kind of material it would want 
to answer Democratic attacks.

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Business Rebounds 
From Its Doldrums 


Reviews of business conditions, includ- 
ing those by the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, indicate that business activity still 
is on the rise. There remains more than 
normal unemployment but it is falling 
and there is a note of optimism about 
next year’s prospects which was missing 
last fall. 

Personal income and retail sales are 
on the way up. So are savings. Both are 
expected to set records during the current 
quarter. The stock market has bounded 
to new peaks. 

Perhaps the most welcome note is the 
slack-off in reduction of inventories which 
during the first half of the year were the 
greatest in history. This accounted in 
large measure for the reduced production 
rate and unemployment. 

Retail sales, especially in soft goods, 
are pulling even with a year ago. There 
is even more optimism in the automobile 
industry with the new models now hit- 
ting the showrooms. The element of cau- 
tion in this industry is understandable 
but the fact that more than half of today’s 
passenger cars.are more than five years 
old shows a vast potential market. 


Improvement in the building indus- 
try, with housing starts increasing at a 
satisfactory rate, will stimulate other 
hard goods in appliances and home fur- 
nishings. 

At any rate, the recession is receding 
all across the board, More than half the 
loss in production has been regained. Un- 
employment is below five million. Costs 
of living are more stable. 

Considering population growth, how- 
ever, getting back to the 1957 normal 
rate of production and economic activ- 
ity will not fit the 1959 picture. These 
must grow in proportion to the popula- 
tion or living standards will decline ac- 
cordingly. 

There remains, too, the continuing 
threat of inflation. Faced with the. big- 
gest government deficit in peacetime his- 
tory, inflationary pressures could build 
up to a disastrous boom unless restraint 
is the rule. in Pare

For Hitler and Mussolini he had only 
scorn. Surrounded by military dictator- 
ships, he remained untouched by their 
evil influences. The most terrible of. all 
of them, Stalin, said with the cynicism 
of the age: “And how many divisions has 
the Pope?” Stalin, too, learned the 
answer. 

The cause which he upheld survived 
their onslaughts and the frail man out- 
lived them all. The spiritual forces he 
symbolized have grown stronger, thanks 
to his faith and his confidence in the 
rights he upheld. It is no small tribute 
that the strongest Catholic church in any 
country today is said to be that of Com- 
munist Poland. 

Pope Pius XII will be remembered as 
one of the greatest Popes, leaving an im- 
print on the ages which will continue to 
strengthen millions and add to the growth 
of the Christian movement. All men 
everywhere are saddened by his passing 
but, profiting by his example, gain new 
courage in refusing to surrender to the 
evil forces which beset us.

1. Chiang’s landing ships, no 
longer under U.S. Navy escort but 
watched over by Nationalist gun- 
boats, poured heavy cargoes to 
the Quemoy Islands in prepara- 
tion for Red renewal of the off- 
shore battle. A U.S. military ad-

Courts for 
Traffic Hit 


Donigan made his remarks dur- 
ing an address to legislators from 


13 Southert. states gathered here 
for a traffic safety conference. 

The conference is the first of 
four such meetings to be held 
throughout the nation this fall, 
sponsored by the President’s Com- 
mittee for Traffic Safety and the 
Council of State Governments. 

The conferences are conducted 
by the Traffic Institute. 

KEY POSITION 

Donigan saic the courts’ role in 
traffic safety must be more than 
merely imposing fines and jail 
sentences. 

“They occupy a key position in 
the effort to reduce accidents,” 
he said. “Traffic courts are the 
logical place for corrective action 
to be applied and their function 
should include the education of of- 
fenders.” 


He said the “‘much maligned’’ 
justice of the peace system could 
be vastly improved by abolishing 
the fee system and placing the 
justices on a sliding scale salary. 


AUTO INSPECTIONS 


Glenn V. Carmichael, assistant 
director of training at the Insti- 
tute, said all motor vehicles 
should be required to pass regular 
safety inspections if the nation’s 
rising traffic toll is to be reduced. 


He advocated a periodic vehicle 
inspection—at least once a year— 
as the best way to make sure all 
owners keep their vehicles in safe 
condition. 

Robert P. Schumate Jr., assist- 
ant director of development at

cars and foie have hampered 
traffic law enforcement. 

“Unmarked police vehicles,” he 
said, “present a continuous threat 
to the willful violator, and there- 
fore have a greater range of in- 
fluence over traffic behavior than 
do conspicuous vehicles.” 

Paul F. Hill, another speaker 
at Thursday’s conference, said 
the states and their agencies have 
an obligation to help small com- 
munities solve their traffic prob- 
lems.

LETTER QUOTED 

The letter which was introduced 
in evidence, along with a small 
piece of paper which had evi- 
dently been used in tracing, 
stated: 


“Anjette, please forgive me for 
doing the things to you that I did 
and to little Ben. I did wrong 
and for that I am paying with 
my death. I am because of my 
son’s death and my own. I know 
I was sick and you did all you 
could to make me well.

But the fact remains and so 
does the law that a child of any 
age, regardless of how young 
may be subject to commitment. 


Who is to blame for this 
shocking state of affairs? Ac- 
cording to Judge Alan Kemper, 
director of the State Welfare 
Department, the blame in most 
instances goes, directly back to 
the parents. The parents in turn 
shift responsibility to the courts 
and welfare workers. 


WHAT ABOUT OTHERS 


But what about those other 
youngsters—those who regard- 
less of age or crime are daily 
exposed to the company of the 
more hardened, experienced ju- 
venile? Age isn’t always a de- 
ciding factor and very often the 
training school is faced with 
skilled criminals as young as 12 
years of age. 


The minor offender is often 
thrown right ih with the crimi- 
nal and mentally retarded. The 
state does not have sufficient 
funds to segregate and group of- 
fenders. 


“We try to discourage the 
courts from sending us children 
under 12 years of age,” said 
Miss Maureen Dickerson, su- 
perintendent of the Georgia 
Training School for Girls. ‘‘Un- 
fortunately however, there is 
often no place else to send these 
girls and at least they’re off 
the streets.” 


Perhaps no other woman in 
the country has been confronted 
with the problem which faced 
Miss Dickerson when she took 
charge in 1953. Grim buildings, 
ugly barred windows, appalling 
sanitary conditions emmeshed a 
forgotten group of girls.

Camden, Second Oldest, 
Has Rich, Colorful History 


_ Camden County, Georgia’s most southern seacoast county, 
was created from the colonial parishes of St. Mary and St. Thornas 
in 1777, the second county organized. It was named for Charles 
Pratt, Earl of Camden, who as chief justice and lord chancellor 
of England spoke out against England’s oppressive attitude toward 
the colonies, 


The county has a population of 8,700, the 129th 
most populous in the state (1950 census). The 
county seat is Woodbine; population 750 (1957 
estimate). Originally; the courthouse was in 
Jefferson’ Town, now disappeared, and later at 
St. Marys, population 2,300 (1957 estimate). Also 
in the county is Kingsland, 1,850 population 
(1957 estimate). 


" Camden County covers 656 square miles and is the ninth largest 
im Georgia. There were 278 farms in 1954. Almost half the farm 
income is derived from truck crops and Camden is the largest 
léttuce producer in the state. Almost 90 per cent of the farm land 
is in woods, and forest products bring in almost 21 per cent of the 
farm income. 

About seven miles from St. Marys are ancient ruins that many 
believe are all that is left of a Spanish mission erected by monks 
some 200 years before Oglethorpe landed in Georgia. Others think 
they are the ruins of an old sugar mill. 


But traces are left of Ft. McIntosh, a Revolutionary War 
stronghold erected in 1776 on the east side of the Satilla River. Off 
the coast of Camden is Cumberland Island where Gen. (Light 
Horse) Harry Lee, father of Robert E. Lee, was buried in 1818. 
His grave was moved to Lexington, Va., in 1913. The island is now 
private property and is accessible by boat only. Visitors are not 
eficouraged. 


St. Marys was an important colonial port but, as an early 
writer noted. was visited in turn by “‘war and pestilence, fire and 
storm” and it never developed as it should. This picturesque town 
still has a hand water pump on its main street, named after George 
Washington. 


* Crooked River State Park is located in Camden. Highways 
ranning through the county are U.S. 17, and Ga. 25, 4, 110, 252, 
and 259.

Chute Operates 
Only 30 Feet Up 


FT. MONROE, Va.—The Army 
has displayed the “new look” for 
the modern well-dressed and well- 
equipped GI Joe here, modeling 
dozens of new articles designed 
to keep the foot soldier alive and 


relatively comfortable in combat. 


The grim “fashion show,” 


staged at a briefing for newsmen 43,5 


from the three East Coast Army © ‘ . aie. ; 
‘SILENT SENTRY’ PREVENTS SURPRISE RAIDS 


areas, featured everything from 
radiation-protective clothing to a 
lightning-fast parachute effective 
30 feet from the ground. 


The news conference was called 
by the Continental Army Com- 
mand (CONARC) and its. com- 
mander, Gen. Bruce C. Clarke, 
at historic 300-year-old Ft. Mon- 
roe near Hampton. 

NEW EQUIPMENT 

Gen. Clarke told reporters the 
new equipment has been designed 
by CONARC’S six research boards 
to improve GI Joe’s lot. 


In spite of the mighty nuclear 
weapons and the earth satellites, 
he said, Joe is still an “important 
fellow.”’ It is Joe, he said, who 
still wins the wars and who must 
do so in the mud and the chill 
of the foxhole. “He must not be 
overlooked,” the 4¢star com- 
mander said, 


In addition to the revolutionary 
advances in clothing and equip- 
ment, Gen. Clarke said, it is 
CONARC’s job to educate Joe and 
his buddies. As head of CON ARC, 
Gen. Clarke is “Dean” of what 
is probably the world’s largest 
school system. 


MORE EDUCATION 

Through both military training 
schools and academic studies, he 
said, CONARC is trying to raise 
the general educational level of 
the army. 


Since last year, approximately 
40,000 soldiers have received high 
school diplomas through studies 


Neéw Set More Accurate Than Visual Sightings 


while In the Army. During the 
same period 10,000 enlisted men 
and officers were working on col- 


lege degrees. 


“We're trying our best to raise | jumper 


all our non-commisioned officers 
to a level of high school education 
and all men below the NCO ranks 
to at least the eighth-grade level,” 
he said. “We're trying to have 
all our warrant and commis- 
sioned officers receive the equiva- 
lent of a college education.” 


ARMOR VEST DESIGNED 


In addition to the academic 
studies offered, CONARC is op- 
erating 30 major military training 
schools; offering 642 different 
courses of military study. 


Among the new articles of cloth- 
ing designed for the soldier’s safe- 
ty is an armor vest to afford 
protection from small shell frag- 
ments from hand grenades artill- 
ery and armor shells. 


CONARC also exhibited cloth- 
ing to protect troops from dan- 
gers of radiation as well as new, 
more comfortable combat boots. 


NEW PARACHUTE 


One radical new device is a 
quick - opening parachute which 
will land men safely on the 
ground from aircraft flying no 
higher than 30 feet. The para- 
chute’s lines are shot up to their 
full length and the "chute canope 


\is fully opened by small ex- 


plosives. 


Another new device to protect 
‘chutists is a means by which the 
may release himself from 
his parachute canopy by releas- 
ing two springs to prevent being 
dragged by wind. 

Two new rifles already an- 
nounced but not yet released to 
troops were also displayed. They 
were the M-14, replacing the M-1, 
carbine and light machinegun and 
the M-15, replacing the automa- 
tic rifle. Both new pieces are 
lighter and more effective than 
their predecessors. 


CONARC researchers have also 
developed a new 7.62mm ma- 
chinegun, the M60, to replace 
three models of .30 caliber ma- 
chineguns. It, too, is lighter and 
more effective and can be fired 
efficiently from the prone and 
from the heretofore unrealistic 
Hollywood-style hip position. 


A “Silent Sentry” radar set has 
been designed to warn the dog- 
face in a foxhole of approaching 
enemy on the ground. The gadget, 
which CONARC labels as ‘“‘en- 
tirely new,” provides frontline 
units with the capability of de- 
tecting the enemy during periods 
of darkness. The target detection 
capability of the small set is far 
more accurate than even the best 
trained observer equipped with 
the best of optical aids.

He threw wildly to Burdette after fielding Elston Howard's 
bunt, then pegged too high to the hurler after fielding Jerry Lumpe’s 
hopper. Thus, the Yankees collected two runs, and hit only one ball 
out of the infield—a sacrifice fly by Tony Kubek. 


Yogi Berra was the man who struck the big blow for the Yan- 
kees in the decisive four-run eighth. Burdette, working with only two 
days of leisure, had two down in that round and hadn't allowed a 
hit since Howard's single in the fourth. 


Berra, who has collected more World Series hits than any 
ether player, then unloaded a double down the right line. Stiil 
only a strike from safety, Burdette was nicked for a scoring 
single by Howard, and the wrangle was settled. Moose Skowron, 
who had delivered the winning run Wednesday, poured three-run 
icing on the cake by smashing a homer into the left-field pews. 
But it was the Yogi who had turned the tide. 


Even Casey Stengel, who bagged his seventh Series in nine 
attempts, makes mistakes. And it was obvious after the first in- 
ning that Stengel’s decision to start Don Larsen was a mistake. 


Larsen invited Milwaukee to rake in the chips in the very 
first inning, but the Braves. snubbed opportunity. With one run 
across, “wo on and one out, the Yankees showed respect for Ed 
Mathews, who had fanned 11 times in six previous games. Larsen 
signed an intentional pass for Mathews, then wiggled off the hook 
by slipping a called strike past Crandall.

The same formula worked again in the third when Mathews 
was passed, and the lead-footed Crandall grounded out. Inches 
separate heroes in sport, and Crandall almost delivered.

They 
swept three straight at the wire after trailing 1-3, the first team 
to accomplish this feat since 1925, when Pittsburgh pinned Wash- 
ington. They put the wood to the Braves in their own backyard in 
the last two games. 


The Yankees had several heroes, with Turley heading the list. 
In defeat Warren Spahn and Burdette sparkled for the Braves. 
Depth in pitching was supposed to provide Milwaukee with an 
edge, but Fred Haney started Spahn and Burdette in six games. 
The Yankees had Bob Turley, Ryne Duren and a veteran crew 
which thrives on pressure. 


So it’s champagne for the Yankees, still a symbol of success 
in sport, stale beer for the men from Milwaukee and a lot of crow 
for the loud and confident Brave boosters, of which I was one.
